1. To choose all necessary town officers for the ensuing year. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray 
the town charges for the ensuing year, and appropriate money for 
the same. 

3. To see what sum the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
for street lights. 

4. Toseeif the town will vote to authorize the selectmen to 
distribute the inventory blanks when taking the inventory. 

5. To see what sum the town will raise and appropriate for the 
public library. 

6. Tosee what action the town will take in regard to appro- 
priating money to sprinkle the streets. 

7. Tosee what sum of money the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for the building of permanent sidewalks. 

8. To see what amount the town will vote to raise for the 
retirement of town water bonds, or a sinking fund, and appro- 
priate money therefor. 

9. To see what action the town will take in regard to raising 
and appropriating money for a night watchman for the ensuing 
year. 

10. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate seven 
hundred and fifty dollars to apply on steam roller. 

11. Tosee what sum the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate for the construction of the state trunk line road. 

12. To see what sum the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
for maintenance of trunk line. 

13. To see what sum the town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate for maintenance of state road. 

14. Toseeif the town will vote to install a sewer at Cascade, 
starting at the junction of the road leading on to the hill near wait- 
ing room of electric road, and continuing along state road toward 
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Tinker brook, so as to accommodate all houses and lots on said 
road; providing the Berlin Water Company will be at one-half the 
expense of excavating and filling, and raise and appropriate money 
for same. 

15. Toseeif the town will vote to install a water system on 
Gorham Hill and appropriate money for same. 

16.. To hear the report of the committee on by-laws for man- 
agement of prudential affairs, and to pass any vote relating 
thereto. 


17. Toseeif the town will vote to furnish outdoor band con- 
certs during the summer season of nineteen sixteen and appro- 
priate money for the same. 

18. To hear reports of town officers, agents and committees 
heretofore chosen, and pass any vote relating thereto. 

19. Totransact any other business that may legally come be- 
fore the meeting.

Report of Budget Committee 


To the Voters of the Town of Gorham: 


The budget committee, appointed by vote of the town at its last 
annual meeting, respectfully make the following report and recom- 
mendations: 


The committee this year began its meetings on September 22nd, 
and have held in all eleven sessions. A general notice, through 
the news columns of The Mountaineer, was given to the people of 
the town of the commencement of its sessions and an invitation 
was extended to all citizens to attend the committee’s meetings 
for the purpose of suggesting work and improvements that might 
be thought desirable for the next year. But few availed them- 
selves of this opportunity and the committee, for the most part, 
have been obliged to depend on their own judgment as to what 
work and improvements were most urgently needed and to make 
their recommendations accordingly. In deciding what appropria- 
tions to recommend they have been obliged to select from a 
great many things that all would like to see done, but all of which 
cannot be done in one year’s time without producing an abnormally 
high tax rate. Nothing will deter the home builder, the business 
man or the manufacturer from investing their money and locating 
ina town so effectually as a high tax rate. It has been, there- 
fore, the policy of the committee to make the sum total of its 
recommendations for appropriations such that the tax rate 
will not exceed that of last year, and if possible to reduce it 
somewhat. But the committee can only recommend, while the 
power to execute and bind the town can only be exercised by the 
voters at the annual town meeting. Inasmuch, however, as it is 
the special province of the committee to carefully examine and 
consider the different subjects of their recommendations, voters 
should give due weight to this fact when the various subjects of 
their recommendations are considered at the annual meeting. It 
will be remembered that at the last annual meeting so much money 
was appropriated beyond the recommendations of the committee 
that in order to keep our tax rate down toa figure that would 
appear reasonable it became necessary to call a special town meet- 
ing to authorize the selectmen to hire several thousand dollars. 
It is to be hoped that voters will take this into consideration, as 
well as the fact that our state and county tax is now higher than 
it ever was before, and that we receive much less money from 
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the state accruing from the railroad and savings bank taxes. 
The amount required to be raised for schools is also nearly double 
what it used to be because of our increased valuation, and we 
received no state aid for schools this last year because we have an 
equalized valuation of more that $9500 per pupil of average attend- 
ance for the year preceeding. The voters should also take into 
consideration the fact that since the establishment of the tax 
commission the assessed values of all property have been, in many 
instances, nearly doubled, so that a rate today of $1.50 would be 
equal to a rate of nearly $3.00 on values as formerly assessed. As 
we said in our report last year, our citizens must remember that 
there is another year coming when some of the things can be done 
that cannot be done this year.

If all of the recommendations of the committee are adopted it will 
give us a tax rate of $1.57 on a hundred on the basis of last year’s 
valuation. 


DETAILED EXPLANATION OF APPROPRIATIONS 
RECOMMENDED. 


Highways and Bridges---$2000.00. 


This is the same amount recommended and appropriated last 
year. It is to be expended for repairs and maintenance of all 
roads.except the state trunk line and the state aid road, and for 
such painting and repairing of bridges as may be found necessary. 
The committee believe that eventually all of our streets and roads 
should be permanently built of macadam, or of some other solid 
and compact material, and oiled, building what we can afford to 
each year until all are so built, and in the meantime appropriating 
only a sufficient sum to keep present unimproved roads in passable 
condition each year until they can be so permanently constructed. 


Constructing State Trunk Line---$2500.00. 


By appropriating this amount the state will contribute a further 
amount of $7500.00, thus giving us a fund of $10,000.00 to be ex- 
pended in this work. 


Repairs and Maintenance of State Trunk Line---$1237.00. 


We have three classes of roads in town, viz., state trunk line, 
state aid roads and roads which are solely under the jurisdiction of 
the town, which latter constitute all other roads that do not come 
under either of the first mentioned classes. It is incumbe ‘t on the 
town to maintain all three classes of these roads, but by appropri- 
ating certain sums, specified by the state authorities, toward the 
maintenance of the first two classes the state will contribute a 
further sum. This year if the town raises the above amount for 
maintenance of state trunk line the state will contribute $2474.00 
additional, giving a fund of $3711.00 for this purpose. 


Repairs and Maintenance of State Aid Road---$200.00. 


What has been said in regard to repairs and maintenance of state 
trunk line is true also as to repairs and maintenance of state aid 
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roads. By appropriating the sum of $200.00 for this purpose the 
state contributes $200.00 more. The only state aid road which we 
have is the Lancaster road, so called. 


Purchase of Scarifier---$250.00. 


Voters will take notice that this word is derived from the word 
scar and not from the word scare. There is, therefor, no occasion 
to be frightened. A scarifier is a machine especially designed to 
aid in the repair of macadam and other pemanently constructed 
roadways. When amacadam or other solid and compact road be- 
comes uneven and full of hollows and ruts it can only be smoothed 
up and made compact again by digging up the surface and rolling 
it again. Heretofore this has been accomplished by sending men 
out into the road with picks, a very slow and expensive way of 
doing the work. A scarifier will do this work much more effect- 
ually in much less time and at much less expense. It is thought 
by the committee that it would be a most economical thing to do 
if the town should purchase such a machine. 


State Tax---$6300.00. 


This is the same amount as last year. 


County Tax (Estimated) ---$5113.00. 


The committee have no figures as yet from the county treasurer 
as to what Gorham’s portion of the county tax will be. The above 
is the same as last year’s tax. 


Schools as Required by Law---$6300.00. 


This is the same amount as was required last year. It may be 
well, at this point, to call the voters’ attention to the fact that the 
last three items—state and county taxes and amount required to be 
raised for schools—is more than double, and in the case of the county 
tax, nearly three times, what was required before our valuation 
became so largely increased. While on the other hand our burd- 
ens of taxation are further increased by the fact that we now re- 
ceive much less from the state on account of the railroad 
and savings bank taxes. Neither do we receive, as formerly, 
anything from the state aid fund for schools because, as before 
stated, we have an equalized valuation of more than $9500.00 per 
pupil of average attendance. If the average school attendance 
can show about twenty-four or twenty-five more pupils than last 
year, and the parents send their children to school regularly so as 
to bring up the average attendance, we may again be entitled to a 
portion of the state aid fund. Itis hoped that all of these facts 
will be taken into consideration in making appropriations this year. 


Town Lighting---$2000.00. 
This includes all street lighting, the lighting of the town house, 


im. ! 
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selectmen’s office, hose house, ete. It is necessary and desirable 
that street lights be furnished on the hill at Cascade, and this sum 
is estimated to be nearly sufficient to provide such lights in addition 
to paying for those already installed. 


Steam Roller---$750.00. 


We are required to raise this amount under our contract when 
the steam roller was purchased. 


For Sewer and Water Commission---$500.00. 


The commission think they will need more money than receipts 
from the water and sewer system will produce, to be used in main- 
tenance and repairs and the installation of new services, and this 
sum is recommended for these purposes. 


For Building Gorham Hill Road---$350.900. 


There is only a very short piece of this road to build and it is 
thought that this will be sufficient to complete it. 


For Oiling Permanently Built Roads---$250.09. 


The committee believe that the oiling of our permanently con- 
structed roads is in the line of sound economy. It makes them 
more durable and, when properly oiled, they do not require sprink]- 
ing. It is desirable to oil the remainder of the state trunk line, the 
state aid road, Exchange street and such other permanent roads as 
shall be built during the next year. The oiling of the state trunk 
line will be paid for out of the funds furnished, mutually, by the 
state and town. The expense of oiling al] other permanent roads 
will have to be paid by the town. It is estimated that this sum 
will be sufficient for that purpose. 


Granolithic or Cement Sidewalks---$2000.00. 


This sum, according to the engineer’s estimates, will be sufficient 
to rebuild Exchange street sidewalks six and one-half (64) feet 
w de, including curbing, Railroad street along by Noyes block five 
(5) feet wide, with curb, Main street on the north side from W. B. 
Gates’ east fence to the corner of Androscoggin and Main streets 
five and one-half (54) feet wide, with curbing, including the steps 
at Fraser’s corner and steps at Leavitt’s corner, and also for re- 
surfacing with cement the Park street sidewalk and the completion 
of the Macfarlane street sidewalk. 


For Improvements of Common---$500.00. 


This sum can be profitably used in the purchase of fertilizers 
and the setting out of shrubbery and in the care and improvement 
of the common generally. 
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Out-door Band Concerts---$100.00. 


Nearly everybody enjoys good music. Its effect is elevating 
and refining. But few of our citizens can afford to attend musical 
conventions and grand opera, while public outdoor band concerts 
can be enjoyed by all. The religious and moral world recognize 
music as one of the great instrumentalities by which devotion is 
inspired and morals are benefited. We have a band in town—at 
Cascade—composed of young men whose native country has long 
been the home of music. Every Italian is a natural musician and 
they interpret instinctively, with beautiful expression, the 
thoughts of the composer. By making this small appropriation we 
will afford to our people genuine enjoyment and encourage in a 
worthy cause the young strangers from sunny Italy, who have 
made their home amongst us. We do not know how many band 
concerts this sum will pay for, but it was thought by the commit- 
tee that the sum might be added to by individual subscriptions, so 
as to give us a band concert once a week during the summer months 
if this sum would prove insufficient. 


New Streets---$1000.00. 


This sum is designed for the permanent construction of Railroad 
street. Next to Main and Exchange streets this street is the 
most used of any in town by teams and automobiles. Itisina 
very rough and bad condition and, while it was never laid out as 
a highway by the town, it is now on property leased by the town 
and should be improved in connection with improvements of other 
parts of the common. 


Sewers at Cascade---$4000.00. 


This appropriation is in line with the course inaugurated last 
year to furnish the village at Cascade with all desirable and neces- 
sary improvements. It is contemplated to expend this sum in lay- 
ing a sewer from the road leading to the hill down through the 
River road. This road is a part of the state trunk line and will un- 
doubtedly be permanently constructed during the coming summer 
and for obvious reasons it is important that this sewer be laid before 
this road is built. It willsave expense and injury to the road after it 
is constructed. Itis hoped that arrangements can be made with 
the Berlin Water company to bear half of the expense of digging 
and back filling the trench for this sewer by laying both the water 
pipes and sewer pipes in the same trench, and this estimate is based 
on such contingency. — 


Sinking Fund---$7000.00. 
By appropriating this amount the bonded indebtedness of the 
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town will be reduced to one-half of its original amount, viz., to 
$30,000.00.

Report of Committee on By-Laws 


for the Management of Prudential Affairs. 


To the Voters of the Town of Gorham: 


At the last annual town meeting the moderator was instructed 
to appoint a committee of five to prepare a suitable set of by-laws 
for the management of the prudential affairs of the town. 


It is well understood that our town officials are governed in 
their general duties by state laws. It is also well understood 
that any and all laws governing the duties of our town officials 
have a direct bearing upon the prudential affairs of the town. But, 
should this committee attempt to formulate a complete set of by- 
laws governing the prudential affairs of the town, many of them 
would necessarily have to be repetitions of existing state laws. 
Therefore we consider that we are following out the true intent of 
our order by recommending such changes in our methods and sys- 
tems as will not conflict with existing state laws, but will, in our 
opinion, tend toward a better condition with regard to our pruden- 
tial affairs. 

This committee has investigated the existing conditions that 
appertain to the prudential affairs of the town, and, after invest- 
igating other conditions that might be applied, we have prepared 
for your consideration certain recommendations which, if put into 
effect, we believe would be of great benefit to the town and cer- 
tainly a great improvement over existing conditions. 

We wish it to be clearly understood that this committee was not 
appointed, as has been intimated to us, for the purpose of invest- 
igating the possible wrong doing of our town officials. Our in- 
vestigations of their conduct have led only to the point of ascer- 
taining their methods of conducting the town business and their 
system of accounting. 

Absolutely no suspicion of wrong doing on the part of our officials 
enters into this report. However, we consider it our duty to give 
publicity to the fact that, in our opinion, which is based upon our 
investigations, the existing methods offer tempting opportunities 
for dishonesty should they happen to be placed under the direction 
of unscrupulous officials. We offer this opinion as one of our 
strong reasons why you should consider our recommendations 
favorably. 
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This committee, during the process of its investigations, 
found out that the state tax commission is directly interested in 
the subject of this report. We were particularly fortunate in se- 
curing the personal interest of Mr. Edward C. Mabie of the state 
tax commission. Their interest and its effect upon this report is 
explained as follows: 


(a) The state tax commission was authorized by the last 
legislature to investigate the matter of prudential affairs of 
towns in the state, with the object of bettering conditions 
by recommendations and legislation. 


(b) The state tax commission will recommend to the next 
legislature a uniform system of accounting that will be applied 
to all towns; tlis wil: include a revised form of town report. 


(c) Mr. Edward C. Mabie of the state tax commission came 
to Gorham and went into this matter thoroughly with this 
committee, and it is upon facts which he gave us that we have 
largely based our recommendations. 


(d) The state tax commission are interested to the extent 
that they desire, at their own expense, to send an expert ac- 
countant here who will, under their direction and in eco- 
operation with the town officials, institute a system of ac- 
counting that will serve as a model which they will use in 
connection with their proposed recommendations to the legis- 
lature. The only expense to the town for this will be the cost 
of the necessary books and forms. 


We respectfully submit for your consideration the following 
recommendations: 


Recommendation I. 
ACCOUNTING SYSTEM. 


We recommend that the state tax commission’s offer to send 
an expert accountant here for the purpose of installing an ac- 
counting system be accepted. This system to be installed 
under the direction of the state tax commission and in co-oper- 
ation with the town officials. The expense of installing this 
system to be paid by the state tax commission excepting only 
the cost of necessary books and forms to be used in connection 
with the system; this expense to be paid out of money appro- 
priated for town charges. 


An accounting system such as we propose cannot well be ex- 
plained in detail by this committee; such detail can only be arrived 
at by the expert accountant during the process of formulating the 
system. Wecan, however, detail a few of the many good feat- 
ures of such a system, such as are not found in the present method 
of accounting: 
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(a) Aclear and precise record of all bonds, notes, ete. 


(b) Asystem of orders and ordering that will enable all 
money paid out to be posted to the debit of the department for 
which the money was paid. 

(c) An accurate knowledge at any time during the year of 
just how much of each appropriation has been expended, and, 
therefore, how much of each appropriation is left to be 
expended. 


(d) A monthly report from the heads of departments to 
the selectmen. 


(e) All town money to be handled by the town treasurer. 


(f) Paying lump sums to the heads of departments for 
further distribution by them to be discontinued. 


(zg) The tax rate for school charges to be made separate 
from tax rate for other charges. 


(h) A systematic and business like method of accounting 
such as you would demand if you were conducting a business 
of your own, such as every successful business enterprise has, 
such as every town, which is purely a business enterprise, 
should have. 


Recommendation. II. 
TOWN REPORT. 


We recommend that the form of town report as approved 
by the state tax commission be accepted. 


This form of report differs from the old only in the manner in 
which the statements, classifications and general town business 
is presented to the voters. It is a form worked out by experts 
with the object of giving the voters a clearer understanding of 
the condition of the town business and more definite information 
concerning the expenditure of town money. The tax commission 
suggests that we eliminate much of the detail that appears in our 
old form of report; their argument being that there is much 
detail inserted, requiring considerable extra work and added 
expense of printing, that interests only a few, and, inas- 
much as anyone particularly interested has the priviledge of 
examining the town books, such detai] may be well left out of the 
town report. However, this recommendation refers particularly 
to the general form of the approved report and is not to be 
construed as eliminating any detail that public opinion may 
demand. 


Recommendation III. 
SELECTMEN. 


(a) We recommend that invoices and all forms of bills 
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against the town be first approved by the head of the depart- 
ment incurring the charge, passed to the selectmen and ap- 
proved by at least two members, and then passed by the 
selectmen to the treasurer for payment. 


It will be understood in connection with this recommendation, 
and as a part of the proposed accounting system, that all invoices 
and other charges against the town, in so far as practical, be 
presented to the selectmen for approval in the original and not 
copies of same made by heads of departments. Just what may be 
eliminated as impractical can be readily ascertained by those 
formulating the accounting system. 


(b) Werecommend that the selectmen be instructed to 
meet at their office at least once a week, at a convenient hour, 
for the purpose of auditing bills, keeping up the books and 
transacting any other business that may be necessary. The 
day and hour of their meeting to remain fixed as far as pus- 
sible and notice of same made public; this to enable those 
having business with the selectmen to know when and where 
they can conveniently meet them. 


(c) We recommend that the selectmen be instructed to 
comply fully with the existing state law governing the duties 
of selectmen in the particular of being responsible for the 
judicious management of all town departments, with authority 
over all town officers with relation to their duties as officers 
in the various departments. 


Inasmuch as the recommendations and suggestions contained 
in this report would, if adopted, cause the board of selectmen 
extra work and responsibility, this committee would approve of 
any action that may be taken that would cause a corresponding 
increase in salary tothe members of the board. We would sug- 
gest that the budget committee, if it has not already done so, 
take this matter into consideration while formulating its 1916 
report. 


Recommendation IV. 
BUDGET COMMITTEE. 


We consider that a committee of this kind is a very important 
factor as a means of bettering the prudential affairs of the town. 
In our opinion the work of this committee may be made more 
effective and satisfactory if it were appointed as noted in the 
following recommendations: 


(a) That the moderator be instructed to appoint seven 
qualified men, none of whom are town officials, to act asa 
budget committee. 
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(b) The members of this committee to be appointed, as far 
as possible, in a manner that will give a representation from 
the various sections of the town. 


(c) This committee to consult with the officers and citizens 
of the town, as has been the custom, but to be given the 
opportunity of discussing and making their reeommendations 
in the privacy of their own council. 

(d) That all officers of the town and of the school district 
be instructed to co-operate with the budget committee, and 
particularly in the detail of furnishing the committee with 
any and all information that may be required by the com- 
mittee for the purpose of intelligently formulating its 
recommendations. 


(e) That the budget committee be instructed to give the 
suggestions and desires of the town officials every consider- 
ation, and endeavor in every judicious way to promote co-oper- 
ation and harmony between themselves and the town officials. 


This committee does not intend that you should consider the 
foregoing recommendations as being the only ones that might be 
made that would purpose better prudential conditions. Matters 
of this kind require careful investigation and deliberation. On 
account of our somewhat limited time we have only called to your 
‘attention, in the form of recommendations, those subjects which 
we were able to investigate fully and recommend consciencious]ly. 

We offer you in these recommendations only the foundation 
of better conditions; but, should you be content with only this 
foundation, we would feel that the true purpose of our work on 
this committee had not been accomplished. A business like 
method of conducting the town affairs is absolutely necessary as 
a beginning of the purpose of all of us to advance the welfare 
and attractiveness of Gorham. From this point it rests with our 
individual interest and the interest and ability of our town officers, 
especially our buard of selectmen, whether we will make an effort 
to progress toward better conditions or whether we will 
allow only those benefits to come to us which come with a minimum 
amount of effort and attention. 

Committees appointed for the purpose of investigating and re- 
porting on certain affairs are very commendable and the practice 
should be continued; but we must realize that for investigating 
and reporting on general prudential affairs we should have in our 
board of selectmen the best possible committee. The members of 
this board, because of the fact that they have every opportunity 
to have an intimate knowledge of all town affairs, and because it 
is a matter of official duty, should be most ably qualified not only 
to work out the various problems that arise in the general routine 
of town business but also to devise ways and means of bettering 
our prudential affairs along all lines. 
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Our schools, streets, sidewalks, water works, sewers, etc., are 
very important and too much eare and attention cannot be given 
them, but, if we are to really progress, our board of selectmen 
should give a part of their attention to other things. They should 
investigate, or cause to be investigated by committees or other- 
wise, such subjects, for example, as health, sanitary conditions 
and plumbing laws, inspection of meat, milk and other food pro- 
ducts, playgrounds and winter Sports, improvements of natural 
attractions, inducements to business enterprises, and, particularly, 
summer resort business. 


This committee stands firm for holding our board of selectmen 
responsible for the condition of our prudential affairs. This 
responsibility is not only required of them by law, but, as a 
fundamental business principle, we should have a responsible 
head. To this end, if we want the best possible service, if we 
want our town to really progress, we must eleet for our board of 
selectmen men who are willing to accept this responsibility, men 
of good ideas and executive ability, the best possible men regard- 
less of party or other prejudices. Then, if we exercise the same 
care in the selection of our town officers, and if we follow out the 
recommendations as expressed in this report, we will find that we 
have taken a long step in the right direction and the work of this 
committee will not have been in vain.

Report of the 
Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Committee: 


Gentlemen: I have the honor to submit herewith my second 
annual report on the schools. I respectfully call attention to the 
following phases of the present school situation: 


School Buildings. 


Doubtless good school$ may exist in poor buildings. I know of 
some very poor schools lodged in perfectly beautiful buildings. 
However, the chances are that shabby buildings indicate poor 
schools and that modern buildings are the homes of good schools. 
Strangers judge schools mostly from the outside appearances. It 
is common sense to suppose that a spirit of progress shown in 
- modern, sanitary, up-to-date buildings would go hand in hand with 
asimilar spirit of progress in the character of the instruction 
given within. Knowing our own schools as I do, I am certain that 
there is not a school in town where good, competent instruction is 
not given. Atthe same time, I am equally certain that these 
same teachers could, and would, do better work in better sur- 
roundings. We have, at present, one modern, up-to-date building: 
The Mechanic-street schoo]. Inside and out this building is ex- 
cellently fitted for modern school purposes. The high school 
building looks well from the outside. It was painted last summer. 
Inside it is old and worn. Its furniture is poor and out of date. 
The walls are shabby and unbeautiful. The building is crowded 
with about 225 pupils and every prospect of a large increase next 
year. Any adequate opportunity for play on the school grounds is 
out of the question. Yet play is an essential feature of modern 
education. On the whole, the building and its location constitute 
quite a handicap on the efforts of both teachers and pupils. 

The house at the upper village, the two at the Cascade, and the 
two rural schools, all lack the common comforts and sanitary 
necessities of the humblest homes, not to mention absolute absence 
of any trace of beauty of structure. It is doubtful if any of these 
buildings is worth repairing or remodeling. They must be re- 
placed by new buildings in the near future or we shall loose, from 
the appearance of our school buildings, the reputation of being a 
prosperous, thriving, up-to-date community. 
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College Entrance Requirements. 


All colleges admit students to their institutions by examination. 
This has been the time-honored custom in this relationship bet ween 
the colleges and the high schools. The vast majority of high 
school graduates entering college do so by examination, a method 
which places the responsibility for their fitness to enter college, 
not upon the high schools, but upon the colleges, where it belongs. 
The curricula in our high school have been planned with a view to 
fitting boys and girls for any college examination. Most colleges 
are willing to allow these examinations to be taken in our own 
own school. It can not be too emphatically urged upon parents 
who have children preparing to ente* college, that they decide 
early to which college they wish to send their sons or daughters, 
and that they confer with the principal in regard to the matter. 
The catalog of the particular college in question may then be con- 
sulted, the entrance requirements noted, and the boy’s or girl’s 
work directed to the definite end of meeting these requirements. 
Furthermore, the entrance examinations may be taken in two or 
three yearly installments. By so doing, it ought not to be a diffi- 
cult matter for the average boy or girl to gain admission, by ex- 
amination, to any college in the country, after four years of seri- 
ous work in our high school. 

Of late years certain colleges have adopted a plan of admitting 
high school graduates on certificate. The plan is feasible for large 
high schools sending a large number of students to college. For 
small schools like ours it is scarcely feasible, as the certificate priv- 
-jlege is automatically removed whenever the school fails to send 
pupils to college for a period of (usually) five years. 

The teachers in the high school are all college graduates who 
adapted their college courses directly toward the teaching profession. 
The equipment of the schoo] as to books, apparatus and curricula, 
conforms in every respect to the requirements of the state depart- 
ment of public instruction by which the school is approved in class 
A. Class A means a school offering a four years’ course of study 
of college preparatory grade. Approval by the department means 
that the school offers adequate instruction for entrance to college. 


Curricula. 


Owing to the introduction of domestic arts courses changes were 
necessary in the curricula of the school. Where formerly two 
curricula were offered the school now offers four. They have been 
approved by the state department of publie instruction and are 
printed in this report. It will be noticed that the two new courses 
offered are very similar to the old ones, the only difference being 
the substitution of domestic arts each year for some other study. 
The studies thus displaced for girls taking Latin are: Ist year, 
algebra; 2nd year, geometry; 3rd year, physics; 4th year, review 
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mathematics. For girls taking the English course the studies 
displaced are: 1st year, algebra; 2nd year, geometry; 3rd year, 
review mathematics; 4th year, advanced mathematics. It is a 
question for parents to decide, of course, whether the domestic 
arts studies are of more value to their girls than these. Judging 
from the number of girls taking the domestic arts studies it would 
seem that (many) parents have decided the matter in favor of the 
practical studies. It is my firm conviction that they have decided 
wisely. I would even go so far as to say that there are no other 
studies offered in the school of so much value to girls as those in 
domestic arts. These new courses have scarcely had time to get 
their bearings as yet, and it will take some years before they are 
thoroughly understood. When they are, it ought to be a rare case 
in which they are not included among the studies of the girls in 
the high school. 


Medical Inspection. 


From the trend of events in regard to medical inspection of 
public schools, I judge that it will be a matter of a very few years 
only, when this valuable feature of public school work wil] be 
universally accepted as a part of every system. The cost is not 
heavy and the benefit to be obtained would be beyond all computa- 
tion. Most excellent work has been done this year by the health 
officer in fulfilling the requirements of the publie vaccination law 
and in disinfecting the two village schools several times. This is a 
most commendable beginning in such work. It should be extended 
to include the examination of all children for the various physical 
defects common to childhood, systematic instruction in hygiene, 
treatment suggested for defectives, periodic examination of water 
supplies for contamination, thorough inspection and overhauling 
of sanitaries, following up of absences due to infectious disease. 
I believe such health supervision would do much to improve the 
health of the school body, attendance, scholarship and morals. 
Medical inspection elsewhere has shown that 60 per cent of school 
children have physical defects which need correction. 


Teachers (Elementary). 


All of the teachers in the eight graded village schools are exper- 
ienced teachers and are normal graduates or have had equivalent 
training. This is excellent. Of the six teachers outside of the vil- 
lage only one is a beginner and she has shown unusual aptitude for 
the work. All of the teachers deserve our sincere praise for a 
year’s work faithfully done. Beyond this, there has been a most 
praiseworthy effort put forth among them for self-improvement. 
A wide scope of professional reading has been carried on through- 
out the year. Teachers’ meetings have been faithfully attended 
at no inconsiderable sacrifice of time and personal comfort. Insti- 
tutes have been attended at Weoodsville and Berlin. They have 
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done all in their power to make the work of the year the best in the 
history of the town. 

Incidentally, the policy, inaugurated last year, of a regular in- 
crease in the pay of teachers has been a potent influence in en- 
couraging them to stay with us. The wisdom of this policy will 
become more manifest as time goes on. 


Teaching. 


The quality of the teaching in our elementary schools is high. 
The different subjects of the program are admirably taught. We 
studiously avoid fads. Mushroom ‘‘methods’’ and ‘‘systems’’ have 
no place among us. We endeavor to seek out the fundamentals of 
good teaching in all branches and to have these fundamentals in 
evidence in the schoolroom work. On the other hand, methods and 
practices, which have no justification except tradition, must give 
place to something better. The deformalization of education now 
going on in the schools of New Hampshire is good. It means in- 
struction much more ‘‘worth while’’ than any we have ever had. 

In conclusion I wish to express my appreciation of the loyalty 
and good-fellowship of the teachers, the wise, helpful counsel and 
broad, sympathetic treatment from the committee, the good will of 
the public and the affection of the school children.

High School Principal’s Report 


Mr. J. E. Wignot, Superintendent of Schools, Gorham, N. H. 


Dear sir: I have the honor to submit the following report. 

The school year opened with two new teachers and a record- 
breaking enrollment of 74. Our present enrollment is 74 and is di- 
vided as follows: Seniors, 13; juniors, 17: sophomores, 21; fresh- 
men, 23. Forty-six of the pupils are pursuing the general curricu- 
lum, while the other twenty-eight are taking the subjects which 
prepare directly for academic work in college. 

In our school we have many things to be_praised and also some to 
be deplored. There is a very lively school spirit being manifested 
this year. Among other reasons may be cited two: our increased 
athletic activity and our school paper. 

This fall the school supported a football team for the first time 
in years, to be sure, with no alarming success, but nevertheless a 
team that the school was proud of. We recently sent a relay team 
to the Bowdoin interscholastic indoor meet, and won. But the 
question of winning or losing is not so important. The real gain is 
that our boys have met with boys of other schools and gained and 
given and been broadened by so doing. The whole school has 
Jearned to work shoulder to shoulder, out of loyalty to the school, 
for one common end. 


Another undertaking that has brought gratifying results is the 
publication of a school paper, ‘‘The White Mountain Zephyr.’’ It 
has unified the school as no other force could. It is creditable 
proof that we can produce a good piece of work, and as a direct ex- 
pression of our school life has won deserved praise from its readers. 


What about the conditions under which we work? When the 
present high school building was erected, it was no doubt ideal. 
But times and conditions have changed. The school is constantly 
increasing. Last year with an attendance of 59, the main room, 
which seats 60, was ample. This year we have 74, which neces- 
sitates seating 14 scholars at tables in one of the recitation rooms. 


So much for the past and present. What about the future? 
When the present senior class graduates, it will leave 61 scholars. 
There are surely 26 who will enter from the eighth grade, and 
probably at least 8 from the various rural schools and other 
sources. Total 95! Unless we can disprove the law that no two 
bodies can occupy the same space at the same time, it is difficult 
to see how 95 scholars can be accommodated in a building meant

for 60. The percentage of those who attend high school will be 
greater every year, and our present crowded condition must grow 
constantly worse, until a new building is provided. 

But above all, we should have four teachers instead of three. 
At present the five hours of school per day are divided into eight 
periods of 85 minutes each. One of our staff teaches all eight 
periods, the other two are occupied seven. If there were four 
teachers in the school, instead of three, we could have six regula- 
tion forty-five minute periods, which would mean thirty per cent 
more instruction in every subject. It would also mean better 
instruction, since it would give to each teacher fewer subjects, 
thus insuring more highly specialized work. To increase the 
teaching staff by one would entail but small expense when com- 
pared with the great advantages that would be derived. | 

In closing, we urge all parents and citizens interested in the 
school to visit us often, both to criticize and commend. The work 
done by the pupils is, I feel, constantly improving. The large ma- 
jority take a very keen interest in their work, and the number that 
voluntarily return in the afternoon for additional work is very 
gratifying.

Report of Supervisor of Music 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


The following report is respectfully submitted. 


Grades One and Two. 


The music in these two grades consists mostly of rote songs, 
scale songs, ear training and drills for tone deafness. Much stress 
is laid on individual singing in both grades and in the second grade 
the reading from the staff is begun. 


Grade Three. 

The rote singing, ear training and individual song singing is econ- 
tinued in this grade, giving more attention to tone and expression 
as the pupils advance. The staff reading is continued from the 
second grade, spending some time every day on this syllable work. 
The ear training is combined with board reading and from it all 
they get the technical terms staff, bars, ‘‘G’’ clef, sharps, flats, 
notes, accent and measure signs. In this grade they also learn 
how to locate their ‘‘do’’ from the last sharp or flat with the 
teacher’s help. 


Grade Four. 


Allof the above work is carried right along into the fourth 
grade, but in here the rote songs are fewer in number as they are 
now reading from books and in this way learn two or three new 
songs a week by note. In this grade the new technic is naming 
the lines, spaces and keys. 


Grade Five. 


In this grade all the technic is reviewed and the rest of the chro- 
matic scale is taught. The children place their own sharps and 
flats on the staff and locate their ‘“‘do.”? The following rhythms 
have been taught: The quarter note, the half, the dotted half, 
the whole, the eighths, the quarter and the eighths, the sixteenth 
notes, the dotted eighth and the sixteenth, and two forms of the 
triplet. They have used all of the above in songs and exercises in 
one and two part music found in the second Educational Music 
Readers. 


Grade Six. 


All technic of the lower grades has been reviewed and, in ad- 
dition, the three forms of the minor scale, namely, the norma! 
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the harmonic and the melodic, have been developed. The use of 
the sharp, the natural, the double sharp, the fiat and the double 
flat, has been taken up thoroughly, and a study is being made of 
all expression marks. and. tempo signs. Ear training is carried on 
in this grade orally and written. 

They have practically covered all of the work in the seeond 
Modern Music Reader. 


Grade Seven. 

All the technic of the sixth grade reviewed and much time spent 
on the dfferent chromatic sgns. Transposing from one key to 
another using chromatics has been introduced. The construction 
of major scales has been taken up and the expression and tempo 
signs more carefully studied and noted. Class has read in one, 
two and three part music from the fourth Educational Music 
Reader. 


Grade Eight. 


All the above technic carefully reviewed and the bass clef 
studied more carefully’ and put into practice. No new technic 
introduced. Class has sung and studied the technic of songs in 
the fifth Educational Music Reader. 


High School. 
The high school work consists of chorus work using sheet music 
and the Laurel Song Book. 
Upper Village. 
This work is a combination of the work of the first three grades 
in the village schools.
